NOVELTY (N) and INVENTIVE STEP (IS) claims 1 - 21 

None of the cited prior art documents, either alone or in obvious combination, disclose all of the features defined 
in the claims. In particular none of the citations disclose a system for two way communication between a web 
browser and a mobile telecommunication device in which a message server captures information uniquely 
identifying a computer and assigns an identification number to the information uniquely identifying the 
computer, said identification number not being related to the information uniquely identifying the 
computer. Therefore claims 1 - 2 1 are novel and involve an inventive step. 
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
